XD) alist of nearly two thousand words, carefully selected, and pronunciation and syllabi- 
eation indicated, with all differences between Webster and Worcester accurately noted. But what- 
ever Speller is used, the lesson should always be definitely assigned and studied before it is written. 

The pages of this book are adapted to fifty words each, so that lessons may be assigned of 25, 
50, 75 or 100 words each, as thought best. a 

Tar Spettinc anp Writine should be done at once, as the teacher gives out the words. He 
will pronounce each word distinctly and correctly, and only once, giving no undue prominence to 
any syllable or letter. ; Str Se 

Let the scholar resume the writing position, and write each word in its order, with a pen. Re- 
quire the writing to be well done, and the letters to be formed with care, so that in no case one 
be mistaken for another, as an e for an 7 in sieve ; an o for an a in the termination cian &e. In this 
way the spelling may be made an exercise in penmanship, and may sometimes take the place of 


the regular writing lesson. The words should be usually syllabicated, as in the lesson, assigned — 
from the Speller—the teacher indicating the authority to follow. It will also be well to require | 


marks of accent placed upon the accentuated syllables. 


Corrections.—After the lesson has been spelled, the teacher should spell it aloud before the 


class—syllabicating it—but he need not pronounce the syllables or words. 

As the teacher spells, the scholars look over their lessons carefully, each abou the first 
word he has mis-spelled (1), the second (2), and so on, so that the number of the last one on any 
scholar’s book, will show the number of words he has missed in the lesson. All blanks, words or 
letters erased, written indistinctly, or written over, should be counted as errors in spelling. He will mark a 
‘mis- syllabication with a dash opposite, and to the right, as in the sample lesson on next cover 
page. The teacher may count a certain number of errors in syllabication equal to one error in 
spelling. Thus, i in sample lesson, (9) indicates the number of errors in spelling, ( ens the number 
in syilabication. 

The exercise finished, gather up the books and look them over, or subanit them to some com- 
petent person, previous to the next exercise, to see that all the errors have been noted. Ornis- 
sions to mark errors, by a scholar, should be regarded as evidences of deception or carelessness, 
and promptly noticed. If a scholar fall below a given standard, let him spell the lesson again, 
and again tf need be, until he has thoroughly mastered it. Mis- spelled words should always be re- 
. written. The re-writing may be done on the black-board, or copied in reserved pages in the back 
of the Writing Speller. 

A RecorD OF THE ERRORS should be kept by the teacher. At the close of paeh week or month, 


as desired, the summary of words mis-spelled by each scholar can readily be made, and the names | 


of the entire class posted up in the school-room, in the order of their standing, for the time des- 


ignated, Or the entries may be made in the Class Register, as for other exercises The numbers 


here indicated for a lesson being multiples of 100, make it convenient: for marking the standing.
